The old
shack I forth $2500 or $3000, at a Hb-
eral estimate, and the repairs will nee-
oxsitate an outlay of fully $7000. Cer-
tainly, it would not be wise to expend
thig sum In repairs to a bullding worth
only one-third the amount,

It would seem that the councll has
no alternative than to provide for a
new bulling.  Somes of the members
are opposed to sale of the present alte,
tut those members have agreed to pur-
chase of a now one.  The new site has
ben secured very reasonably, (s well lo-
cated and doubtless will be acquired
by the city. The old site may double
in value In Ave years, but the city Is
not In the real estate business, except
in 80 far as ita present nesds are con-
cerned.  If the councl! can realize the
full value of the property at the pres-
ent time It will do well to sell. Were
the oity well provided with funds, It
might be advizable to hold the land,
but the sale must be accomplished be-
fore a new bullding can be erected. The
council must do one of two thinga—
sell the presant site and bulld a new
Eall on the Tavior property, or expend
§7000 on the present shack. It will
perhaps be generally ngreed that the
first course ia the only one that could
reasonably be taken,
